The amendment filed on 8/31/2006 has been entered. Claims 1-31 have been 
canceled. Claims 32-50 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 32-50 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The arguments filed on 12/23/2010 are considered persuasive. Accordingly, 
the prior art fail to disclose a chip car contact module comprising: (i) a chamber; (ii) a 
card input slot; (iii) a set of contacts within the chamber; (iv) a plurality of conductors; 
and having the functions and characteristics as recited in claim 32.
